THE GREAT DOUBLE ATTACK. 
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the double attack on capitalism, 
and its offspring militarism, out- 
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KILL THE MURDE

AN ADDITIONAL task has been burden- 
ed upon the membership of the Socialist 
movement by President Wilson's recent in- 
vasion of the middle west. With the aid of 
the capitalist press, jingoes all, the president 
has revived the bloody lust for war that was 
being rapidly extinguished. It is the duty 
of the Socialist movement to again sweep 
back this rising, crimson tide of uncontrol- 
lable passion. We must put the nation back 
into a straight jacket until it again frees 
itself from the desire to kill. We can do it. 

President Wilson made it clear on his 
western tour that he did not fear invasion 
of the United States by any foreign power. 
Then why this preparedness? The president j 
answered that question when he pointed out, I 
in no unmistakable words, that the western j 
hemisphere must be saved for exclusive ex- | 
ploitation by the profiteers of the United j 
States. 

The United States must have an invincible 
navy and an unconquerable army so that we 
can save Mexico for the Standard Oil Co. 
and the International Harvester Co., so that 
the West Indies can be robbed exclusively 
by the sugar trust and Central America by 
the fruit trust. The broad plains and fertile 
prairies of Argentine and other South 
American countries must be reserved for 
the American beef baron and wheat king, to 
be plundered even as our own "Golden West". 
The slogan of the Wilson administration is, 
"The Americas for our own American pro- 
fiteers". 

* * * * 
LABOR NOT NEEDED NOW. 

THAT EXPLAINS why President Wil- 
son, on his western tour, spoke only to 
audiences of "industrial, commercial and 
professional men". He didn't care about the 
workers in the cities and the farmers in the 
rural districts. They will not be needed un- 
til called upon to protect, with their blood 
and their lives, American dollars invested in 
other lands. 

Read what President Wilson said: "We 
are not now thinking of invasion of the ter- 
ritory of the United States. That is not what 
is making us anxious. We are not asking our- 
selves: 'Shall we be prepared to defend our 
own shores and our own homes? Is that all 
that we stand for? To keep the door securely 
shut against enemies. Certainly not!" 

Of course, the president partly shrouds 
this clear cut declaration by prating about, 
"liberty of government and national in- 
dependence in the whole western hemi- 
sphere". 

Only the other day, however, the president, 
in reaching out the hand of "Pan-American 



friendship" to the other capitalist govern- 
ments of this western world, declared for an 
agreement prohibiting the shipment of mu- 
nitions from any American republic to re- 
volutionary forces in another, constituting 
a denial of the right of revolution. 

In other words, the United States is not 
only going to guarantee the safe exploita- 
tion of the western world by American cap- 
italists against the dollar interests of 
Europe; but it is also going to guarantee the 
maintenance of capitalist governments over 
the protest of the enlightened proletariat of 
any country in North and South America. 
The United States was born as the result of 
a revolution. Now it is going to deny the 
right of revolution to the peoples of other 
countries in order to insure "domestic 
peace" under capitalist exploitation. Where 
is the memory of Colorado, Michigan and 
West Virginia? Since when did the United 
States give up the right to protest, by re- 
volution if necessary, against the regnant 
plutocracy? 

* * * * 
WILSON DANGEROUS JINGO. 

PRESIDENT WILSON is more danger- 
ous than other jingoes — Roosevelt for 
instance. Roosevelt shrieks for blood, for 
war, for battleships and soldiers, and when 
he is the guest of honor at a Gary steel trust 
banquet, no one questions where ho stands. 
President Wilson is different. He is willing 
to compromise on an increase in the army 
and navy, just a little bit bigger this year 
than last. And the appropriations next year 
will surpass by just a little those of this 
year. Thus, in a few years, the Wilson pro- 
gram cannot help but satisfy even the rav- 
ings of a Roosevelt. But, by Wilson's method, 
the great burden of militarism will have 
been so deftly thrust upon the backs of the 
American people that thev will wonder how 
it ever got there. REMEMBER, WILSON 
IS MORE DANGEROUS THAN ROOSE- 
VELT! 



COMBAT OUR OWN RULING CLASS. 

OUR GREATEST task in the present 
hour of the great trial now facing the 
world's civilization is to combat, with all the 
power we possess, the ruling class of our 
own country. 

The coming years will tell the great ser- 
vice we did the Mexican republic in prevent- 
ing intervention by the United States. The 
best that is in the Mexican people is now 
coming to the top. But our work is not at 
an end. We must conquer the ruling class 
at home so that it cannot exploit the peoples 
abroad in times of peace. The International 
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BIGGEST NAVY ON EARTH. 
■HE PROFIT patriots howled with glee 
when President Wilson, at St. Louis, 
declared the navy of the United States 
should be the largest in the world. The navy 
is the instrument of aggression, of attack. 
We do not need the largest navy, nor nearly 
the largest navy in the world, even to defend 
the United States against attack. The 
monarchs of our plutocracy, however, need 
a giant navy to carry their pirate flag of big 
business across the seas to battle the com- 
merce of other lands. When President Wilson 
declares for the largest navy in the world he 
puts himself on record as favoring a world 
struggle for markets — the right of the 
American capitalist to exploit any nation 
anywhere on the face of the earth. 



Message From Meyer London. 

WE HAVE just received a letter 
from our congressman. Meyer 
London, telling about the public hear- 
ing upon his peace resolution, which 
has been granted by the house foreign 
affairs committee, for the morning of 
Feb. 24. He writes: * 

"We need all the help we can muster, 
from within and without the party, to 
make this hearing a big event. Parti- 
cularly should we stamp upon the minds 
of the American public at this time the 
idea that the whole Socialist organiza- 
tion of the country has been working 
systematically to promote the early 
ending of the war abroad, thereby les- 
sening the danger of the United States 
becoming embroiled." 

The national executive committee of 
the Socialist Party is now considering 
the question of sending a delegation, 
representing the party, to Washington, 
to appear before the foreign affairs 
committee in behalf of London's re- 
solution. • 

Comrade London, however, urges 
that all Socialists and Socialist locals 
send a large number of letters, tele- 
grams and petitions addressed to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. C, 
in support of this peace resolution, on 
or before the morning of Feb. 4. 

A letter will be sent to the house 
committee, care of Hon. Henry D. 
Flood, chairman, setting forth the 
action in this matter by the national 
executive committee. 

Comrade London thanks all the com- 
rades in advance for their comradely 
assistance in putting the Socialist move- 
ment on record in big letters and blunt 
words, against this militaristic mania 
and in favor of immediate steps to in- 
sure peace.

WEAPON IS READY. 

A GREAT PIECE OF LITERATURE has 
just been put into the hands of Ameri- 
can Socialists, a result of the fact that we 
have one representative in congress. The 
weapon that we need is therefore ready for 
use.

TWO WEEKS FOR WORK. 
HE FOREIGN affairs committee of the 
house of representatives at Washington 
has set Feb. 24, as the date for a hearing 
on the resolution of our comrade, Meyer 
London, urging a conference of neutral 
nations to end the war and define the terms 
of peace. 

This gives us only two weeks to combat 
the influence of the president's recent tour. 
We can do it by a nation-wide distribution 
of Meyer London's speech in congress. 

In this timely speech Comrade London 
shows that the United States is menaced by 
no foreign power and that the pernicious 
agitation for increases in the army and navy 



is the result primarily of artificial stimula- 
tion emanating from private manufacturers 
of munitions of war. In this speech Comrade 
London told of the struggle against war 
waged by our comrades in Europe and then 
outlined the proposals in his joint resolution 
calling upon the president to convene a con- 
gress of neutral nations to offer mediation 
to the European belligerents. This speech

IN HIS FLANNEL SHIRT. 

The Saturday Evening Post recently 
published an article about Minnea- 
polis, Minn., telling what its people 
were doing to make the city a fit 
place to live in. The article told of ef- 
forts to wipe out the slums thru the 
adoption of a new building code. 

There are Socialists in the Min 
neapolis city council and they were 
suspicious of the landlords and the 
real estate men on the special hous- 
ing committee that had this work in 
charge. The article states that the So- 
cialists finally had one of their mem- 
bers join the housing committee. Then 
it continues as follows: 

"And this Socialist member was a 
dandy! A carpenter, working for day's 
wages, he came to committee meet- 
ings in his flannel shirt and_ gave 
hours upon hours of his time in the 
evenings, with architects, builders, 
real estate men and landlords, dis- 
cussing the provisions of the new 
code. He knew housing codes all over 
the world, because indignation over 
the evils permitted scamp builders in 
houses he worked on had led him to 
study housing codes to see what could 
be done to strengthen the laws. Bus- 
iness men on that committee soon 
learned to have the utmost respect 
for his knowledge, sense and ability." 

We don't blame the comrades in 
Minneapolis for being suspicious of a 
housing committee, numbering among 
its members landlords and real estate 
men. John C. Kennedy, at the present 
time one of the Chicago Socialist al- 
dermen, was at one time employed by 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
to investigate housing conditions. He 
submitted a leport in favor of mun- 
icipal housing as one way of lidding 
the city of slums. This municipal 
housing proposition didn't appeal to 
the landlords and real estate men be- 
longing to the Association of Com- 
merce and they immediately had Ken- 
nedy "fired". Now Kennedy is in a 
position to advocate real municipal 
housing from the floor of the Chicago 
city council and he will use the facts 
gathered while employed by the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce. The Minneapolis 
comrades are r.o doubt also gathering 
data that will help them solve the 
housing problem for their city from 
the working class viewpoint, and not 
so that it will bring in more rent for 
the landlords and more profits for the 
real estate speculators.

You take occasion to say that you 
can trust the employers to do their 
duty by the country; yet you know 
you had to fight to keep them from 
capitalizing your trip and charging 
to hear you.

THE BALLOTING of the railway 
employes for the eight-hour day 
is astonishing the union officials 
as well as the jailway employes, who 
did not think that the result would be 
as one-sided a& the earlier returns 
seem to indicate. More than 95 per 
cent of the 400,000 employes in the 
transportation service of the 528 rail- 
orads in the United States will vote 
in favor of their officers making a 
demand upon the railways for an 
eight-hour day and time and one-half 
for overtime In the freight and yard 
service. While the ballots will not all 
be returned until March 1 the infor- 
mation coming from every class of 
labor involved and from every rail- 
road where the voting has been heM 
shows that there is an almost unan- 
imous demand for the shorter work- 
day. It is claimed that he brother- 
hoods will have a total fund aggre- 
gating more than $12,000,000 with 
which to wage their contest of neces- 
cary. It is said to be the present plan 
of the officials of these unions to 
hazard every cent of this enormous 
sum in the gigantic battle against 
capital by which they expect to force 
thru a nation-wide strike, tying up 
every mile of steam railroad in this 
country, the granting of eight hours 
should the lines refuse the demands 
to be presented soon after March 1. 

* * * » 

NOW THE Steel Trust magnates 
have devised a squadron of "Gasoline 
Cossacks," in the shape of 40 armored 
motor cars, which have been present 
ed to the State of New York, that 
can dash thru the streets during strike 
times, raining death from two mach- 
ine guns mounted in each turret, 
Against these armored cars the feeble 
defense of strikers would be futile. 
Loaded with the gunmen of the State 
militia and Berghoff's strikebreaking 
agency, these gigantic murder mach 
ines will be able to cope with thous- 
ands of pickets, even tho they be 
I armed with pistols and rifles for self- 
defense. The donors of the 40 armored 
cars are high officials or stockholders 
in steel plants. The leader is Judge 
Elbert H. Gary, president of the board 
of directors of the United States Steel 
Corporation. With him in the presen- 
tation is Henry Clay Frick, of Home- 
stead fame; Colonel Robert M. 
Thompson, head of the Navy League 
and holder of munition plant stocks; 
Dudley Olcott, James N. Wallace and 
Harry G. Montgomery, military pro- 
pagandists and enthusiastic suppor- 
ters of the State militia. 

* * * # 

THE MINERS on strike at the 
Clifton-Morenci district in Arizona 
withdrew from the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners at the behest of the 
operators, who led the men to believe 
that a settlement of the trouble would 
follow such action and that negotia- 
tions would be conducted thru the 
Arizona Federation of Labor. But now 
it looks as tho the workers are to be 
tricked. The latest news from the 
scene of trouble is that the operators 
insist that the strikebreakers must re- 
main at work. Moreover the promised 
advance of wages turns out to be a 
mere bagatelle, does not affect the 
basic scale, but is a sliding scale that 
can be manipulated to the detriment 
of the workers. The jugglery has 
created a great deal of bad feeling. 
» » * * 

AS WAS predicted in this paper 
weeks ago, tho United Mine Workers 
will demand an increase of 20 per cent 
in wages in the anthracite fields and 
10 per cent advance in the bituminous 
districts. After careful deliberation 
the Indianapolis convention decided to 
make a stand for the increases in- 
dicated, but will not strike if negotia- 
tions are still in progress when the old 
scales expire on April 1, altho it may 
ultimately come to a walkout if the 
operators refuse . to concede the 
demands of the men. Conferences will 
be held with the operators the latter 
part «£ th» j)(r«fent month. ■ 



You deny that there is a concerted 
movement for preparedness by those 
who profit from it. Yet you must 
know that DuPont the powder man 
is at the head of the senate commit- 
tee that passes on war bills. 

You say there is no danger in a big 
army. Yet in the same speech you 
openly offer to sell the army to the 
employers by urging them to patrio- 
tically permit their employes to drill 
on their time. 



You pledge things which you know 
you cannot fulfill. You say that the 
creation of the army will not mean 
militarism. You yourself may go out 
next year and certainly will in five 
years. How can you say what will 
happen then? 

You tell us a big army is not a 
menace. But you know at the time of 
saying it that the steel trust has given 
forty armored automobiles to New 
York state, to be used, not for de- 
fence of the nation, but against 
strikers. It doesn't sound sincere. 

You profess your disinterestedness, 
and I would like to believe you are 
right in the claim. But why do you 
make your apueals to business men 
instead of issuing an address to the 
workers and the farmers of America ? 

You make your speaking tour in 
order to let the people know, you say. 
Yet you don't tell them. Who is mak- 
ing peace dubious? Is it the workers 
of America? Or is it the capitalists 
who seek profits and their own private 
ends?

winds up with the statement that the 
party has committed a "gross out- 
rage" by adopting the referendum to 
expel from the party any official who 
votes for military purposes.

But now his wrath against the 
German speaking Socialists! He 
knows better than he writes and his 
only excuse for his misstatements is 
that his mind might be unbalanced 
by the war.

He knows that Com- 
rade Kollontay, a strong adherent of 
the minority in the German Reichs- 
tag, was brought over here by the 
German Federation of the party.
